* (1) The General Assembly hereby finds that:
(a) 1. There are persons who have distinguished themselves through a variety of work and
educational experiences that could enrich teaching in Kentucky schools;
2. There are distinguished scholars who wish to become teachers in Kentucky's public schools,
but who did not pursue a teacher preparation program;
3. There are persons who should be recruited to teach in Kentucky's public schools as they have
academic majors, strong verbal skills as shown by a verbal ability test, and deep knowledge of
content, characteristics that empirical research identifies as important attributes of quality
teachers;
4. There are persons who need to be recruited to teach in Kentucky schools to meet the diverse
cultural and educational needs of students; and

Analysis by the Legislative Reference Bureau

Under current law, the Department of Public Instruction (DPI) provides an
alternative teaching training program consisting of approximately 100 hours of
formal instruction. A person who holds a bachelor’s degree in engineering, music,
art, foreign language, computer science, mathematics, or science; has at least five
years of professional experience in the subject area; demonstrates competency in his
or her subject area; and satisfactorily completes the 100-hour program, is entitled
to a professional teaching permit, which authorizes the person to teach the subject
area specified by DPI in grades kindergarten to 12. The initial permit is valid for two
years, but is renewable for five-year periods. '

This bill establishes three additional ways of obtaining a professional teaching
permit. The bill directs DPI to establish a 40-hour teacher training program that
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is designed to provide a person with effective instructional techniques and practices
and that is to be taught by school district staff. DPI must also develop an
examination designed to determine whether a person has mastered the material
taught in the training program.
